In the light 
of what has happened there to the new economics of the 
twentieth century, as exemplified by the agricultural expert 
ment of the New Deal, it may be the Secretary’s trust in the 
innate goodness” of the farmer’s heart is somewhat shaken. 
I he facts are that some 24.000 corn and hog farmers in Iowa 
1 have tried to “put the bee” on Mr. Wallace for a great deal 
more f ederal cash than they are entitled to. As a result, the 
Government is about to cancel some 24,000 contracts with 
Iowa farmers, who pretty nearly got away with it. 
I he situ­ 
ation is an example of what happens when theory conflicts 
with fact. 
The theory was that the Government, accepting the 
farmer’s estimate as to his corn production, would give him a 
cash bonus for reducing acreage, fo r example, if the G overn­ 
ment fixed a quota of five acres for an individual farmer, he 
could remove from production one acre and receive a bonus 
of 30 cents a bushel. But, if the quota were ten acres, then 
the farmer could remove two acres and receive twice as much Retween I 600 and 
Federal money. The Administration now discovers that, still 
“warped by the worship of m am m on,” 24,000 farmers “over­ 
stated” their production and are not entitled to anything like 
as much as they claim. The figures of the A A A are at wide 
variance with the claims the farmers made in their contracts. 
The farmers are pretty sore at having the “innate good­ 
ness” of their hearts questioned. But, unable to offer proof 
of their claims, they are compelled to accept the revisions 
made by the A A A . Only those who can prove their estimates 
will not be subjected to revision. I here are some 24,000 who 
can’t, 
l he A A A authorities take the kindly view that these 
farmers merely “miscalculated.” A more realistic opinion is 
that the farmers were after all the Government cash they 
could get. Accordingly, they put their production way above
